Government Refuses Pro-| 
posal For Exemption For | 
Each Child. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire.) 

OTTAWA , Sept. 4.—Amendments | 
were made to the income tax bill by 
this afternoon. The bill! 
was reported and stands for a third! 
reading on Wednesday afternoon. | 

The section defining the incomes | 
subject to taxatioh was amended so} 
that taxable income is declared to be | 
the “Annual net profit,” instead of 
the “Annual profit,”’ as in the original 
bill. Other amendments were made 
to the same clause to make it clear 
that while bequests and proceeds of | 
life insurance policies were not to be! 
regarded as income, the earnings of 
the bequests and the\policies were 
income and subject to taxation, 

nal Expenses. 

Another amendment declares that 
in computing the income the person 
taxed shall not be allowed to deduct 
the amount of personal or living ex- 
penses. 

Senator Bostock, the opposition 
leader, moved that for each depend- 
ent child the taxpayer should have 
exemption of $150. He stated that 
there was exemption for each child 
in England and France. 


Sir James Lougheed replied that he} 


could not accept the amendment. The 
amendments already made were of an 
explanatory nature and did net af- 
fect the principle of the money bill. 
This amendment pooposed to reduce 
the amount of the taxation which the 
government and thé house of com- 
mons has agreed should be collected. 
Therefore it altered the principle of 
the bill, 
An Immoral! Provision. 

Senator Landry said that under the 
measure & married couple with no 
c ren would have $3,000 exemption 
The cou- 
ple living next door with half a dozen 
children would have exactly the same 
exemption, no more and no less. He 


|held that this was an immoral pro- 


vision, 
Senator Boyer said that in European 


| countries, where there had been much 


experience with income taxation, it 
had been found that neglecting to give 
special exemption for children had 
the effect of lowering the birth rate. 

‘Senator Watson suggested that the 


j}exemption be given for children and 


that the loss be made up by increasing 
the rate of taxation on large incomes. 
Another Exemption. 

Senator Domville suggested an ex- 
emption of five per cent for each 
child. Sir James Lougheed raised the 
point of order that the revenue pro- 
visions of the bil could not be altered 
by the senate. 

Chairman Sproule, acting as chair- 
man of the committee, sustained the 
ruling. 

Senator Bostock appeatc’ tu the 
senate from the decision which 
sustained by 27 to 23, 
~The clause requiring employers to 
deduct the amount of the tax from 
the salaries ef employees and pay 
direct to the government, was amend- 
ed by Sir James Lougheed, so that 


employers will deduct and pay only | 


the “normal tex.” He stated that it 
would be impossible for employers to 
compute the amount of the supertax.

Tobolsk, Historic Place of Exile. 

The exile of the former Czar of Rus- 
sia and his family to Tobolsk, Siberia, 
is a striking illustration of the Ger- 
man proverb that “He who digs a pit 
for others will fall into it himself,” 
Tobolsk is historically associated with 
the system of political exile inaugur-

DISCOUNT FALL 
OF RUSSIAN PORT 


Capture of Riga iga Was Forecasted, 
and Even of Petro- 


grad Itself 


Washington, Sept. 3—Abandonment 
of Riga in the face of the new Ger- 
man drive into Russia, and even the 
evacuation of Petrograd itself, have 
been forecasted as possibilities in con- 
fidential advices to the American gov- 
ernment during the last two weeks. 
Such a development ts not regarded 
with so much alarm as might be sup- 
posed, 

With Riga abandoned and German 
occupation of Petrograd in prospect, 
the seat of the Russian provisional 
gcverament undoubtedly will be mov- 
ed to Moscow. 

As a military achievement, a cap- 
ture of Riga and Petrograd amounts 
to almost nothing With support of 
the German fleet in the Baltic a Ger- 
man army can take Riga almost with- 
| out an effort. Between Riga and Pet- 

rograd are many miles of swamp 
wastes, but admittedly the German 
army could traverse them although 
not easily. 

KRetirement is Proceeding. 

Petrograd, Sept. 4——The Russian re- 
tirement in the Riga region ts being | 
continued along the coast in a north-|
